3.— Our plans were laid to have 4,000,000 men in France 
by July, 1919. 4,000,000 men in France would have 
meant at least 20,000,000 tons dead weight shipping 
to care for them, and that program was under way 
at huge cost. 

4. — We had practically no American tanks or artillery on 
the front, but our factories had just got under way 
and a great, constant stream of these things were en- 
route. We planned to line the battle front with tanks, 
75 feet apart. Imagine what this would have meant 
to the Germans! 

5. — By the beginning of 1919 the mustard gas output of 
American factories would have been nine tons for 
every ton that Germany could produce. 

6. — Why did Germany surrender — they were still fighting 
on foreign soil? The German general staff realized 
that if the war was prolonged into 1919 that they were 
not only inviting certain defeat, but certain ANNI- 
HILATION. They became panicky and went to 
pieces. 

7. — Surely there are no pessimists who will grumble at 
helping to support this victorious achievement ? Our 
Government needs money to pay its war bills, recover 
stability and avoid hard times. 

Let us prove that our Americanism was not 
just "war deep" and get ready to support the 
Victory Liberty Loan.
